Philadelphia Cljcur Mnkcrm Strike. 
Philadelphia. May 15.—Thtv strike in 


tin- cigar trade in <rh<r cities has spread 
to thi-: c-ity. About half of the .~>OO em- 
j>loy<-t-s of Hat-burger, Houian & Co., 
which also has a factory in New York, 
have gone out oil strike. The strikers, 
all of whom are girls, had out about 50 
pickets to induce other girls not to so to 
work, and they were assisted by mem- 
bers of three- local bodies of the Inter- 
national 
Cigar 
Makers' 
union, 
the 


grievance committee of whom is con- 
ducting the strike. Daring the day the 
pickets became involved with the po- 
lice, and as a result about a dozen per- 
sons, including a 17-year-old striker, were 
arrested and held in bail for court. The 
bookkeeper of the firm was also arres>t- 
ed, charged with assault and battery and 
pointing a pistol at a striker. The strilc- 
prs want the same wages as paid in Xe\v 
York. They say that In the. metropolis 
the employees get $1 a thousand more 
for folding cigars than in this cit>. 
There is also a difference of ?2 a week 
in the wages of the bunch breakers, they 
say. 
Rosa Golden, n 20-year-old girl 


from Xew York, is one of the leaders in 
the strike. The firm claims that the em- 
ployees have not yet made any demands 
on it. 


PalmefKton If.Inndem Starving. 
San Francisco, Jlay 13.—Letters have 


just been received here from the bark 
Empire, which sailed for Adelaide. South 
Australia, which say that the vessel call- 
ed at Palmerston islaiid, midway between 
Tahiti and the Samoun group, and found 
the people starving. The island is seldom 
visited except by traders from Baratou- 
ga. 
It was the property of Elihu Wil- 


liams, a trader who worked the island 
with the natives. 
Williams 
died of 


starvation, and his son and the rest of 
the people were reduced to desperate 
straits for food. When the Empire ap- 
proached Palmerston. the younger Wil- 
liams put off in a boat. 
He reported 


that for nine months the trading vessel 
that usually called with provisions and 
took away copra had not been heard 
from. 
There had been an excessively 


dry season, many of the cocounut trees 
hud died, and there was little left to sus- 
tain life. 
The Empire left a limited 


amount of food and on arriving at Ade- 
laide reported the matter, and a relief 
vessel was sent out.

The uuotn>:al re 
ln>rts of his advance seemed to be hailed 
everywhere with almost as much satis 
faction as was the news of the occupa 
lion of Kroonstadt by Lord Roberts. 


Now that the enemy have been dislodg- 


ed from the Biggarsberjf they will have ire 
choice but to fall back through Newcastle 
upon the enormously strong natural fast- 
nesses of Luing's nek and the Ingogo riv- 
er region, which is dominated by Mujuba 
hill. 
No one believes, however, that an 


attempt will be made to attack the Boen 
at Laing's nek by any other than a turn 
ing movement. It remains to be seen 
whether Sir Redvera will cross the Buf- 
falo riwr by Laudman's drift and attack 
the Vryheid on the way or will advance 
by way of Newcastle and Utrecht. 


Opposition iu the Orange, Free Statt 


has almost ceased to count. 'It is report- 
ed at Cape Town that a proclamation an- 
nexing Steyn's republic to the British em- 
pire will be issued in the course of the 
present week. 


Fate of Mafeklna-. 


The last hours of the siege of Mafeking 


are likely to be enlivened by some excit- 
ing events. The latest advices are con- 
tained in a message received from The 
Daily Mail's correspondent at Lourencc 
Marques. One dated Monday says that 
news from Pretoria is scanty aud mis- 
leading. The Boers are reported, how- 
ever, to have attacked Mafeking on Sat- 
urday aud managed, with the aid of artil 
lery, to set the Kaffir location on tire. 
Further lighting followed. The corr£ 
spondent soys that the relief column is 
clearly making progress. If the Boers suc- 
ceeded, in seriously affecting its move- 
ments, plenty of details would be at 
hand, whereas next; to none have beeu 
received. 


Information given in The' Standard and 


Diggers' News of Saturday seems to in- 
dicate that Boers from Fourteen Streams: 
have been outstripped by the relief col 
unm. 


One dispatch from Christiana, dated 


Wednesday, says the British were still 
advancing along the" railway and were al 
so busily repairing the bridge at Fourteen 
Streams. 
When the burghers arrived 


north of Taungs. the British had already 
left the town, but were driven back by 
the burghers. Up to the present, the dis 
patch pays, the enemy has made no ad- 
vuuce on Christiana. 


Obviously the Boers are under a delu 


sion that Hunter's force is advancing 
northward in conjunction with the Male- 
king relief column. They do not seem to 
realize that General Hunter's force forms 
an integral part ot the extreme luft of the 
main army under Lord Roberts. 


Trust Mannjier Arry»ted. 


New Haven, May 15.—David C. San- 


ford, engineer of the Connecticut shellfish 
commission and who has been one of t*ie 
active promoters of the proposed $L5,- 
000,000 oyster syndicate, has been arrest- 
ed in Stratford, charged with theft. He 
was later released on bonds of $3PO fur- 
nished by Marcus Smith of the firm of 
Smith Bros., oyster growers. The alleged 
thefts took place May 20, 1898, when 
Sanford indorsed two cheeks amounting 
to $170 that were made payable to the 
shellfish commission and used the money 
for private purposes. The checks were 
cashed by the Ansonia National bank, 
nnd the commission made a demand upon 
the bunk for the money. The latter insti- 
tution caused Sanford's arrest.

Inheritance Tax Upheld. 


Washington, May 15.—The supreme 


court of the United States has announced 
opinions in the cases arising under the in- 
heritance tax provision of the war reve- 
nue act and also in a case involving the 
applicability of the inheritance tax law 
of New York to estates composed of gov- 
ernment bonds. The court held that nei- 
ther under the state nor the national en- 
actment were national bonds exempt 
from luxation. The validity of the gen- 
eral federal law was affirmed, but it was 
held to be purely applicable to legacies 
aud not to the entire estates of deceased 
persons.

How the Fiji blander* Obtain TbeM BeM- 


Ufnl and Bar* Specimen* — Tbe Abb* 
and Ilia Ingeaioiu Method of Coturtruct- 
inc » Spider Silk Factory. 


'•What in the world does the Fiji island- 


er do with such a largo nightcap?" was a 
remark I overheard in the British museum 
In London. As soon as the speaker moved 
on I stepped forward to the glass case into 
which he had been looking, and there, 
sure enough, was a nightcap which for 
size might easily excite an exclamation of 
surprise from the most expectantly curious, 
for it was nearly four feet long. 


What was more interesting to me, how- 


ever, was tbe fact that thta very curious 
nightcap had been woven try spiders, and 
naturally I began to wonder how these 
bright little creatures had gone to work to 
weave it. That they had had any Inten- 
tion of making such an odd sAaped object 
was too absurd to believe for.'» moment, 
but that this nightcap was composed of 
spider silk was apparent from it&\ beautiful 
light gossamer texture, 


I sought an explanation for it j'xom one 


of the professors connected with 1^10 mu- 
seum, who, whilo giving mo the ii.vforma- 
tion I wanted, took tlie • nightcap »?ut of 
the case and banded it to mo so that I 
could examine it closely. What first , im- 
pressed me was the almost total absence 
of weight, for it hadn't any to speak of- 
Again, I was surprised at the thickness of 
the material, for whereas in the case At 
looked as though it had but very littlo 
body, now that I held it In my hands I 
saw that it was nearly an inch thick. 


-While gazing with admiration at the 


spiders' wondrous handiwork I learned 
from tho professor how it was made. It 
appears that when the Fiji islander wants 
one of these nightcaps be makes a light 
framework of sticks and places it in a 
very dark Corner where he knows there are 
plenty of spiders. This is actually all that 
the native does toward making his night-, 
cap and leaves the rest to the spiders, be- 
ing quite sure that through their indus- 
trious efforts the spinning will be done for 
him. Tho tropical spiders are ranch more 
lavish of their beautiful silk than our 
northern species, so that when the native's 
rude framework is* placed in their midst 
they at once set to work to cover up the 
sticks with silk of lightest gold, nor do 
they cease, working until the framework is 
completely hidden. Not even then do they 
stop if there are still other places in whic^ 
to spin their webs. To spin is their nat- 
ural industry, and no matter what comes 
in their way they work it over in silk as 
they do the native's framework. 


How long it takes the spiders to make 


one of these nightcaps the professor could 
not tell me, neither could he tell rne just 
how tlie framework was made, although 
he thought it probably consisted of three 
light sticks. We turned the cap almost 
inside out in an endeavor to find some part 
of tho framework, but not a particle was 
to be seen. In color it was of a rather 
dirty white, but I think this was due to its 
liinny travels. Like the speaker who first 
attracted my attention to this nightcap, I 
wondered what the Fiji islander did with 
it. 
However, the professor had no infor- 


mation to give on this point. 


Very little is known about this cap be- 


yond the fact that it was made by spiders, 
and that it was presented to the museum 
by that well known traveler and writer, 
Miss Gordon Gumming. 


To find o means of using spider silk for 


manufacturing purposes has long been an 
object of interest to many scientific men. 
Tho almost innumerable difficulties they 
have met with, however, have so far proved 
insurmountable. In the first place, it was 
found impossible to procure enough nat- 
ural insect food to feed the vast multitude 
of spiders which would be required to fur- 
nish tho silk. Eventually this barrier was 
overcome and in chopped worms was found 
n diet which spiders thrived upon. The 
natural coiubativeness of the members of 
the spider family is another serious diffi- 
culty, for they cannot be trusted near on* 
another without fighting. Kumerous ex- 
periments that have been mado in trying 
to keep large numbers of spiders together 
have resulted in continual warfare among 
these savage little creatures, in which 
great numbers were slain and eaten by the 
stronger members of the community. 


A great deal of ingenuity has been ex- 


hibited by scientists in their efforts to dis- 
cover a method of getting the silk directly 
from tho living spider and not from the 
cocoons. As far back as 1762 the Abbo 
Raymond do Termeyer labored indus- 
triously in this direction and to a certain 
extent met with considerable success. He 
invented an odd 
looking contrivance 


•which held the spider family in place on a 
littlo stand. In appearance it reminds one 
of the old stocks of Puritan days, for tho 
spider's head and legs protruded through 
one side, giving it the appearance of a, di- 
minutive culprit undergoing severe punih- 
Hiorit for some offense. 


Tbe spider was placed in this position, 


which did not hurt it in the least, so thaB 
its legs could not interfere with tbo thread 
•while it was being drawn away from its 
body. Just back o£ the spider the tibbe 
placed a littlo reel on which to reel the 
silk. The most ingenious conception of the 
whole idea occurred when tho abbe wished 
to begin reeling. 
The spider was securely 


fixed in.the stocks, as it were, "but a way 
had to be thought out as to how to induce 
the spider to spin out its thread. The abbo 
hit upon an idea as simple as it was in- 
genious. It consisted merely of giving tho 
captive spider a fly, which tho creature 
quickly seized with its feet nnd jaws. 


As tho spider in its natural haunts was 


used to immediately open its spinnerets 
and throw out threads just as soon as it 
captured an insect, so now, on being fed a 
fly, the spider unconsciously throw out 
threads as"lf to swathe tho fly. The ends 
of these threads were then quickly fastened 
to the reel by the quick witted abbo: This 
was then slowly turned alid the silk 
wound off as with the silkworm's cocoon. 


From time to time wo read of various 


articles which have been mado from spider 
silk. A royal garment of this material 
was woven for Queen Victoria by gome of 
her loyal Subjects in her worldwido om- 
plro, and there is a number of other in- 
stances which I cannot now recall.—New 
York Ledger.

• '• According to the books tharlstudiei.il 
when a boy," began an oldish man at the 
club the other night, ''the Indinns looked 
down on th<£r wives and mt.de them sim- 
ply beaKIs of burden. That may have been 
so in some places, but it wasn't always so 
or so everywhere. 


"A good litany years ago there were 


some IJeiiol>Rx>t Indian* near my people's 
place iu New Hampshire who evidently 
thought a good deal of their squaws and 
made one- of the bucks appreciate the fact 
that his wife was not n Ixn^t of burden. 
This buck went on what we now call a l»t 
and got drunk—'drank too much ordf-ee, 
ami chtvpie (devil) got in him.' When he 
came home, he was iu a bad humor, and 
finding his wife in his way he stuck her 
Jet-t in the fire and burned them off. 


"The other Indians discovered this very 


promptly and tried him by a very sum- 
mary process. 
The general opinion, was 


that* he should be executed at once, but; 
one of the elder bucks interposed and gave 
this advice: 'Xo shoot him. Make him 
live lo»t! Jis squaw live. Him carry squaw ] 
when she want walk. 
When squaw die 


bimeby, then we shoot.' 


"This advice appealed to theojher men, 


and they decided to punish tbe buck as 
she old chief suggested, rio the buck car- 
ried his wife around on his back whenever 
tho tribe moved, whenever she wanted to 
go any place. So far as I learnfl. she did 
not hesitate about moving around. Of 
course the buck hated to carry her, but 
the beauty of the arrangement was that 
ne didn't dare to ill treat her, much less to 
kill her. because his life depended on hers. 
If she died, he knemtbe tribe would kill 
him. 


'•I don't know how long this punish- 


ment lasted, who died first, or if after her 
death be was pardoned or executed. 
If 


rhose Indians didn't make tbe punishment 
i*t the crime, I don't know who did. Xot 
GVlbert's 'Mikado,' at any rate."—:Sew

We shall 
hen be better able to understand how a 
Well, like a Nevada silver mine, may have

bucket" may bring from the depths elc- 
uents of disease with tho same draft that 
refreshes the thirsty throat. Forconven-j 
ence » well is situated in the back yard, j 
perhaps a rod away from the house, or it 
may even be nearer. Certain other things, 
also for convenience's sake, are grouped 
:lose about the back door. Here is a cess- 
pool but a shore distance, perhaps only a 
ew feet, from the well. There is a vault, 
a filthy institution, which is an open dis- 
grace to civilization. A little farther away 
s the garbage heap. In other adjacent 
ocalities are the chicken coop, the pigpen 
and the stable, with their accumulations 
of decomposing filth. It may bo that in a 
corner a dead animal has been buried to 
save the trouble of conveying it to a dis- 
ance. A damp and reeking spot near 
the hack door marks the place where tlie 
slops bave been deposited since tho drain 
;o the cesspool became stopped up w-ith 
tho accumulated refuse of half a dozei^ 
?ears. 


Every one of the sources of contamina- 


tion mentioned is a contributor to thb 
well. A part of the putrid material floats 
upon the ground and is disposed of by 
evaporation, but the greater portion of it 
soaks into the ground. It is a common 
error to suppose that whatever has disap- 
peared into the ground is destroyed. The 
filth which has disappeared from the sur- 
face may be out of sight, but it is not out 
ol existence. If the soil is filled with refuse 
of various kinds, the well will bo contam- 
inated. Every rain washes the filth a lit- 
tle deeper down until it reaches the well 
proper or one of the underground veins of 
water by which it is fed. It may not be 
generally known that « well will draw 
•water a distance of 60 feet.—Arena.

through a desert gorge, and hero tho height 
above sen level of the river bed is nut 
much above 8,000 feet. 


It is easy to conceive from these figures 


on how vast a s.cale, nature's architecture 
is litre set up. I havo jicvc' been down 
this part of the Indus gorge, but u friend 
of mine who was Chore told me that the 
pnth nlong the nido of the gorge ia In places 
perilously narrow nnd carried across preci- 
pices of such appalling character that nt 
ono point a servant of his who lost, his 
footing fell n mile in vertical height and 
was, of course, sroiiBhed to atoms.

gorjjc. by a series of ridges and ravines— 
that Is, tho Chillis side. Tho other two 
sides of tho mountain, for it is on a trian- 
gular IHIHO, lire llkuwlso defined by long 
valleys, ono of which Is filled by tho great 
I'nrshlng glacier.—Korth American He- 
vlow.

awe of bis strong religious views, began 
to curse the waiters violently and abused 
them for not waiting on them more 
promptly.

and got their dinners at once. General 
Howard did not fare well at all, and after 
waiting a full hour left tbe dining room 
as hungry as when be entered it.

How Some of It Was Fortunately Saved 


From Destruction. 


Considering that the -whole of ancient 


literature was confined to manuscript, it 
is wonderful that so much of it has come 
dow u to us. The preservation of some old 
•writings has teen almost miraculous. To 
a single copy preserved in a monastery of 
Westphalia, for instance, do we owe all 
thnt wo have of Tacitus. This is the more ! 
remarkable since the emperor of that 
name had copies of the works of his dis 
tinguished ancestor placed in all the im- 
perial libraries and caused ten copies of 
them to bo transcribed yearly. Still, only 
the one copy has been found^in modern 
times. 


A page of the second decade of Llvy, wo 


are told, was discovered by a nmn of let- 
ters on a battledoor while he was amusing 
himself in the country. He rushed up to 
town, but he was too late, for the battle- 
door maker "had usednp all his parch- 
ment the week before." Two manuscripts 
of Cicero on "Glory" were presented to 
Petrarch, who lent them to an old precep- 
tor. This latter gentleman, being pressed 
by wont, pawned them and died without 
revealing the name of the pawnbroker. 
Two centuries afterward they were men- 
tioned in a catalogue of books bequontned 
to a convent, but could not bo found. 
It 


is supposed that Petrus Aloyonius, the 
physician to the- institution, appropriated 
them, and having transposed some of the 
thoughts to his own writings destroyed 
tho originals 


The originul Magna Chartaof England, 


preserved in tho Cottonian library, has 
certaiii mutilations, presumably from a 
pair of shears. It is said that Sir Richard 
Cotton, calling one day lit his tailor's, 
discovered that that man was holding in 
his hand, ready to cut up for a pattern, a 
copy of the great Magna Chnrtn, with all 
its appendages and seals.—San Francisco 
Chronicle.

Dntch Streets. 


Commend us to the ever tranquil Dutch 


streets, with tbcirtmellow antique houses. 
These mostly follow Circles, as is to be 
expected in a fortified place, but the 
typical Dutch street, found everywhere, 
is the line oC houses by the canal, u range 
of old-trees in front shading the Indian red 
brick behind, with its bright white win- 
dow sashes, as bright as much polished 
brass. 
Nothing is more suggestive of 


tranquil repose and old fashion. They 
stretch along the broad canal before 
them, where bridges cross and barges lie 
together alongside. 


Even in very populous capitals we come 


in the suburbs on some delightful, retired 
bits of canal, leaving much the same ef- 
fect as does Church row at Ilampstead. 
Old fashioned well to do folk live here iu 
retirement. There is one such at the en- 
trance of The Hague on the Scheveningen 
side, where the charming woods begin. 
Anything more old world and solemnly 
attractive cannot be imagined. We might 
well fancy ourselves back to the days of 
Sir William Temple and of William ot 
Orange, who may have strolled along 
these banks.—Gentleman's Magazine. 


Take Yonr Choice. 


Some discussion has arisen in London 


as to the proper way of pronouncing the 


lowauce of wives was 3,U3o, aud the cus- 
tom of human sacrifice was so wt-11 estab- 
lished that a ruler could have his subjects 
or prisoners killed for no reason further 
than that he wished it done. The system 
of human sacrifice was founded to some 
extent on the idea of piety toward par- 
ents and superiors. It is the popular be- 
lief that one's standing in the next woild 
depends on the number of attendants 
sent after him. Several times every year 
the king visited the places where his 
predecessors were kept. These were not j 
buried, but they set in state, their bonus ! 
held together by links of precious metal. 
There the prisoners of war were brought 
before the king- and executed iu ways to 
suit his fancy. 


In a sketch written by Colonel George 


Badon:Powell In 189G, when he was a 
major of tho Thirteenth hussars, that'of- 
ficer had:tjiis,to say of the practice of hu- 
man. 'sjicriGce: " "Kumassi* , meaus tbe 
death place. One town possessed no less 
than three places of" execution. One, for 
private execution, was at the palace; :i 
second, for public decapitations, was ou 
the parade ground; a third, for feticli 
sacrifices, was in the sacred village of 
Bantama." 


In speaking of the execution bowl, he 


said: "It is a large basin of brass, somo 
five feet in diameter, ornamented with 
four small lions and a number of round 
knobs all around its rim, except at or.o 
part, where there is a space for tbe vic- 
tim's neck to rest on the edge. The blood 
of the victims was allowed to putrefy in 
the bowl, and, leaves and certain herbs 
being added, it was considered a very 
valuable fetich medicine. 


"Any great function was seized upon 


as an excuse for human sacrifices. The 
king went every quarter to pay his devo- 
tions to tbe shades of his ancestors at 
Bantama, and this demanded the denth 
of 20 men over the great bowl. On the 
death of any great personage two of tl.e 
household slaves were at once killed on 
the threshold of the. door in order to at- 
tend their master immediately iu his new 
life, and his grave was afterward "lined 
with the bodies of more slaves, who were 
to form his retinue in tbe spirit world. It j 
was thought all the better if, during the 
burial, one of the attendant mourners 
could be stunned with a club and drop- 
ped, still breathing, into tho grave before 
it was filled in. In the case of a "great 
lady dying slave girls were the victims." 


Then there was a death penalty for the 


infraction of laws. 
For instance, any- 


body who found a nugget of gold and who 
did not send it at once to the king was 
liable to decapitation; so also was any 
one who picked up anything of value ly- 
ing ou the parade ground, or who sat 
down in the shade of the fetich tree. It is 
said that the king of Bantama, oue of the 
provinces, preferred a richer color in tbe 
red stucco on the walls of his palace and 
hat for this purpose the blood of 400 \ ir- 
;ins was used. 


When once a man had been selected 


and seized for execution, there were only 
:\vo ways by which he could evade it. 
One was to repeat the "king's oath," a 
certain formula of words, before they 
:ould gag him. The other was to brfak 
oose from his captors and run as fnr ns 


Bantama-KuEiassi crossroads. 
If he 


could reach this point before beiug over- 
taken, he was allowed to go Tree. In or- 
der to guard against their prisoners get- 
ting _of£ by either of these methods the 
executioners used to^sprinjr on the infpnd-- 
ed. victim from behind, and while .one 
bound his hands behind his back another 
drove a knife through both bis cheeks, 
which effectually prevented him 
from 


opening his mouth to speak, and in this 
horrible condition he had to await his 
turn for execution. When the time cawo, 
the executioners, mad with blood, would 
make a rush for him and force him upon 
the bowl. 
Then one of them, using a 


large kind of a butcher's knife, would 
cut into the spine and so carve the bead 
off. 
At great executions torture was re- 


sorted to in order to please the specta- 
tors. It certainly seems that the people 
had by frequent indulgence become im- 
bued with a kind of blood lust and that 
to them an execution was as attractive 
nn entertainment as is a bullfight to a 
Spaniard or a football match to an Eng- 
lishman. 


The contract made between'the king 


nnd the English government in 1S74 wn-> 
tainod a clause which provided for the 
abolition of the custom, but sacrifices 
were made until the expedition of 181)5 
was undertaken. The objects of this ex- 
pedition were besides putting an end to 
human sacrifice to wipe out slave trading 
nnd raiding, to insure peace and security
